TO  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS. 

I  have  again  the  pleasure  of  laying  before  you  my  Annual  Report  with  the  Statistics 
of  our  Asylum.  On  December  31st,  1872,  the  total  number  of  inmates  was  451, 
of  whom  185  were  men  and  266  women.  In  the  course  of  the  year  45  men  and 
71  women  were  admitted  as  new  cases,  and  8  men  and  15  women  were  re¬ 
admitted,  making  the  number  admitted  for  the  12  months  139  ;  53  of  these 
being  men  and  86  women.  The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  during 
the  year  was  590,  of  whom  238  were  men  and  352  women ;  34  men  were 
discharged  during  the  year,  29  of  them  as  cured,  4  relieved  and  1  not  improved. 
In  the  same  period  61  women  were  discharged,  of  whom  43  were  cured,  1  was 
relieved  and  17  were  transferred,  un-improved,  to  other  Asylums;  of  these  17, 
15  were  sent  temporarily  to  the  Northampton  General  Asylum ;  23  men  and  25 
women  were  removed  by  death,  making  with  the  95  discharged,  a  total  of  143, 
who  left  us  in  the  course  of  the  year;  and  of  these  57  were  men  and  86  women, 
leaving  on  our  books  at  the  year’s  end,  447  patients,  181  on  the  male  and  266 
on  the  female  side  of  the  house.  The  number  admitted  was  above  the  average 
and  exceeded  by  18  that  of  the  preceding  year,  whereas  the  number  in  the  Asylum 
at  the  close  of  this  year  showed  a  decrease  of  4  as  compared  with  1872  ;  and 
this  decrease  was  on  the  mens’  side.  The  average  daily  number  resident 
in  the  Asylum,  was  186  for  the  men  and  277  for  the  women  ;  the  maximum 
being  192  men  and  287  women  and  the  minimum,  177  men  and  265  women. 
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The  per  centage  of  recoveries  was  highly  satisfactory  being  51.8  of  those 
admitted,  or  54.  7  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  50  of  the  women.  Our  deaths  were 
above  the  average,  being  10.36  per  cent,  of  our  average  daily  number  ;  in  20  cases 
death,  was  due  to  disease  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system,  in  5  to  exhaustion, 
the  result  of  the  excitement  attendant  on  their  mental  state  ;  in  8  to  Senile  de¬ 
generation  and  in  6  to  Phthisis  pulmonlis  In  27  cases  a  permission  to  make  post¬ 
mortem  examination  was  granted;  and  I  hope  that  before  long,  it  will  be  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent,  to  make  one  in  every  case  in  which  he 
deems  it  desirable.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum  for  the  12  months  has 
been  excellent,  notwithstanding,  the  large  number  of  aged,  infirm,  inmates  with 
whom  we  are  burdened,  and  who  have  been  gradually  accumulating  for  many 
years;  the  Asylum  having  been  first  opened  in  the  year  1814,  It  is  also 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  state,  that  we  have  been  absolutely  free  from  all  epidemic 
and  endemic  diseases  and  that  no  inquest  has  been  held  during  the  year.  Two 
deaths  arose  from  suffocation,  in  patients  who  were  seized  with  epileptic  con¬ 
vulsions,  during  the  absence  of  the  attendant  on  his  rounds.  The  night  attend¬ 
ants  visit  all  epileptics  every  hour,  or  oftener ;  if  any  seizures  are  anticipated, 
and  they  sit  within  hearing  distance  of  most  of  the  epileptic  patients;  it  is  quite 
clear,  however,  that  such  measures  are  inadequate  to  prevent  the  accidents  refe- 
red  to  and  therefore  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  recommend,  that  in  future,  there 
shall  be  special  night  wards,  for  the  Suicidal  and  Epileptic;  under  the  constant 
supervision  of  an  attendant,  whose  whole  time  and  energies  shall  be  devoted 
to  them,  in  each  department. 

Our  female  wards  were,  for  several  months,  so  crowded,  that  in  July  it  was 
found  necessary  to  send  15  of  the  Chronic  cases  to  Northampton  Asylum,  whilst 
our  new  Ward  was  being  built  for  their  reception;  the  building  operations  were 
commenced  in  July  and  have  progressed  almost  uninterruptedly,  owing  1o  the 
very  favourable  state  of  the  weather.  Whilst  on  this  subject,  I  may  remark 
that  our  female  exceed  our  male  patients  by  100,  an  excess  only  equalled,  by 
the  Devon  Asylum  ;  and  far  above  that  normal  preponderance  of  the  female  ele¬ 
ment,  common  to  all  Asylums. 
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The  proportion  of  pauper  insane,  to  population  for  the  County  of  Norfolk,  is  for 
males  2.23,  for  females,  2.94  per  1000  ;  and  for  both  sexes  2.58. 

I  am  happy  to  say,  that  our  more  excitable  patients  in  the  wards  adjoining 
those,  in  course  of  erection,  seem  not  to  have  been  disturbed  by  the  building 
operations.  Two  mess-rooms  are  in  course  of  construction,  one  for  the  male  and 
the  other  for  the  female  attendants,  and  our  laundry  and  kitchen  departments 
are  undergoing  an  extension  commensurate  with  our  increased  accommodation 
for  patients. 

I  have  but  three  surgical  cases  of  any  moment  to  record,  viz : — one  of 
fractured  rib,  another  fracture  of  the  fibula  and  a  third  of  dislocation  of  the 
shoulder. 

As  usual  there  have  been  a  few  escapes,  but  in  every  case,  (with  one  exception) 
the  runaway  was  captured  in  the  course  of  2  or  3  days  ;  the  exception  being  that 
of  J.  W.  a  harmless  but  cunning  lunatic,  who  ran  off  whilst  working  on  the  farm 
and  was  never  found;  although  no  time  was  lost,  and  no  efforts  were  spared  to  dis¬ 
cover  his  whereabouts;  he  was  discharged,  at  the  expiration  of  14  days  from  the 
date  of  his  escape,  in  accordance  with  the  section  of  the  Act. 

One  woman  was  delivered  in  September  last,  she  is  the  subject  of  incurable 
paralysis  and  remains  in  the  Asylum. 

Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  our  library,  the  books  are  distributed 
by  the  Chaplain  once  a  week  and  a  list  of  them  is  suspended  in  each  ward  to  en¬ 
courage  the  patients  to  ask  for  them,  this  is  entirely  a  fresh  arrangement 
since  the  appointment  of  our  present  Chaplain  and  i  find  it  beneficial.  Death 
has  deprived  us  of  2  valuable  servants  ;  a  female  attendant  who  had  been  with 
us  six  years  and  our  butcher  and  cellar-man,  who  had  served  us  for  27  years. 

Photographs  are  now  taken  of  every  patient,  both  on  admission  and  departure 
and  are  attached  to  the  reports  in  the  case-book,  together  with  the  weight  of  each 
inmate  and  other  facts  of  interest  and  importance  in  a  clinical  and  scientific  aspect. 
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In  the  matter  of  Therapeusis  I  may  mention  our  trial  of  the  Veratrum  Viride, 
(an  antiphlogistic  much  employed  in  America)  in  cases  of  acute  and  chronic 
mania  ;  the  results  prove  it  to  he  of  great  efficacy,  especially  in  the  latter  disease, 
in  lowering  the  pulse  and  temperature  ;  without  producing  any  untoward  or  un¬ 
pleasant  symptoms.  Faradization  was  employed  in  some  cases  of  dementia, 
with  favourable  results. 

Amusements  of  the  same  kind  and  variety  as  heretofore  have  been  continued, 
and  the  u  Johnson  ”  fund  has  enabled  us  to  give  many  patients  the  benefit  of 
entertainments  at  Norwich  and  trips  to  the  sea- side,  &c.,  all  of  which  have  been 
*  thoroughly  appreciated  by  them. 

Dr.  Taynton,  who  had  for  5  years  been  attached  to  the  Asylum,  in  the  capacity 
of  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  relinquished  his  appointment  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  to  enter  upon  General  Practice,  carrying  away  with  him  the  esteem  and 
good  wishes  of  us  all.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  in  whom  I  have 
every  reason  to  believe  I  possess  a  most  willing  and  very  able  coadjutor.

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The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  inspected  the  Asylum  in  March  last,  and  made 
the  following  report. 


NORFOLK  COUNTY  ASYLUM, 

24th  March,  1873. 


We  have  inspected  this  Asylum  in  all  its  departments,  and  personally  examined 
every  patient  except  one  of  each  sex  who  are  away  on  leave.  The  numbers  on  the 
book  to  day  are  184  Men  and  279  Women,  leaving  ten  vacant  beds  in  the  male 
division,  but  being  six  in  excess  of  the  proper  accommodation  on  the  Womens’  side. 
It  should  be  stated  however  that  three  of  these  women  are  recovered,  and  will  be  re¬ 
commended  for  discharge  to  the  Committee  at  the  Meeting  to-morrow. 

We  find  that  the  average  annual  increase  of  numbers  during  the  past  ten  years,  has 
been  2|  on  the  Male  and  7|  on  the  female  side,  the  proportionate  increase  amongst 
the  Men  having  been  still,  smaller  in  the  last  five  years.  It  is  calculated  therefore 
that  for  four  or  five  years  there  will  be  sufficient  accommodation  on  the  male  side  to 
meet  the  wants  of  the  County,  but  that  in  order  to  provide  for  female  patients  for 
a  similar  period,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  build  for  50  additional  patients  of  the 
female  sex.  This  proposition  has  already  been  submitted  to  our  Board  by  the  di¬ 
rection  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  and  we  have  this  day  taken  the  subject  into 
consideration,  and  inspected  the  site  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  new  ward 
for  the  women,  but  for  which  no  plans  have  yet  been  prepared. 
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It  is  needless  on  this  occasion  to  point  out  to  the  Committee  that  the  number  of 
patients  now  accumulated  on  this  side  is  far  in  excess  of  what  we  consider  desirable, 
as  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  fully  concur  with  us  in  opinion  but  at  the 
same  time  it  is  urged  that  the  proposed  addition  is  intended  for  females  only,  for  whom 
additional  land  would  not  be  needed  as  a  means  of  employment ;  and  that  as  regards 
airing  court,  space  sufficient  will  be  obtained  by  the  addition  of  one  acre  of  Garden 
ground  which  the  Committee  have  purchased,  and  which  adjoins  the  womens 
airing  courts. 

It  is  also  stated  to  us  that  the  Visitors  admit  that  after  the  present  increase  of 
numbers  no  further  additions  on  this  side  will  be  possible  and  that  any  future  pro¬ 
vision  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  County  must  be  made  elsewhere. 

After  much  consideration,  and  with  some  reluctance  we  have  decided  to  advise  our 
Board  that  they  may  properly  recommend  the  proposal  for  the  Secretary  of  State’s 
sanction,  subject  of  course  to  the  plans  for  enlargement  being  satisfactory,  and  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  the  garden  ground  being  appropriated  for  airing  courts 


We  have  visited  the  site  proposed  to  be  built  upon,  and  made  some  suggestions  to 
Dr,  Hills  on  the  subject. 

There  is  a  further  proposition  to  make  some  additional  dormitory  accommodation  at 
the  Laundry  block,  where  the  bedrooms  are  overcrowded,  and  to  this  we  see  no  ob¬ 
jection  provided  the  new  room  is  only  used  to  reduce  the  crowding,  and  net  for  the 
reception  of  an  increased  number  of  patients. 

We  have  great  pleasure  in  reporting  very  favourably  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
Asylum  and  its  inmates.  The  wards  were  throughout  clean,  cheerful,  and  extremely 
well  furnished  and  the  patients  quiet  and  orderly,  and  personally  in  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  state.  There  was  no  one  in  seclusion  but  one  woman  wore  a  leather  muffle 
glove  for  surgical  reasons.  As  regards  restraint  and  seclusion,  we  find  only  one 
instance  of  each  recorded  since  the  last  visit.  We  were  present  at  the  dinner  in  the 
hall,  where  114  men,  and  165  women,  were  assembled  and  behaved  with  entire 
propriety. 
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The  food  was  good  and  abundant  and  the  mode  of  serving  e>  ;ellent. 

All  arrangements  for  recreation  both  out  of  doors  and  by  means  of  association  in 
the  hall,  are  the  same  as  before  reported,  and  about  the  same  proportion  of  both 
sexes  are  usefully  employed. 

There  is  the  usual  somewhat  large  proportion  of  old  paralytic  cases,  especially  in 
the  male  division,  but  the  general  health  is  good,  and  we  only  found  2  Men  and  10 
Women  in  bed.  Ten  of  the  former,  and  28  of  the  latter  were  last  week  under  medical 
treatment.  No  disorder  of  an  epidemic  character  has  prevailed  sinco  the  last  visit  in 
August  1872,  but  11  patients  of  each  sex  have  died  from  the  following  causes,  viz  :  — 

Phthisis  6  Chronic  disease  of  brain  4 

General  Paralysis  5  Disease  of  Heart  2 

Senile  decay  4  Maniacal  exhaustion  1 

There  were  post  mortem  examinations  in  9  cases,  but  no  inquest  was  held. 

The  admissions  during  the  last  seven  months  have  amounted  to  24  in  the  male,  and 
41  in  the  female  division  ;  and  9  men  and  27  women,  have  been  discharged  in  the  same 
period,  all  but  two  being  recovered. 

There  are  walking  parties  beyond  the  Asylum  precincts,  two  or  three  times  a  week, 
averaging  about  30  of  each  sex.  Balls  once  a  fortnight,  attended  by  60  men  and  120 
women  &  readings  by  the  the  Chaplain  and  Concerts  at  which  nearly  the  same  numbers 
are  present.  The  Chapel  attendance  comprises  140  Men  and  204  Women  on  Sundays 
and  86men  and  176  women  on  weekdays. 

No  structural  alterations  have  been  made  lately,  beyond  the  substitution  of  wood  for 
stone  floors  in  four  of  the  smaller  dormitories,  and  additions  to  the  Water  Closet  seats, 
but  a  great  deal  has  been  done  and  is  in  progress  in  the  way  of  painting,  colouring,  and 
whitewashing,  and  there  have  been  corisiderableaddition  to  the  means  for  personal 
washing. 
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It  is  proposed  to  convert  several  single  rooms  into  sculleries  which  are  much  needed 
in  some  of  the  wards. 

We  have  signed  and  examined  the  various  Registers,  which  are  properly  entered 
up,  and  have  made  all  the  statutory  enquiries.  We  have  derived  much  satisfaction  from 
our  visit,  and  it  will  be  seen  from  the  above  report  that  the  condition  of  the  Asylum 
continues  to  reflect  much  credit  upon  the  management  of  the  Medical  Superintendent.
